HOW BERLIN BUILDINGS WERE 
CAPTURED. 
THE SPARTACIST LOSSES. 

The Press Association’s correspondent for- 
wards the follewing message, dated Berlin, 
January llth:—The capture of the Vorwaerts 
ofhces by the Government troops took six hours. 
The Spartacist garrison, consisting of about 
300 men, defended itself with the utmost 
tenacity. The Government, taught by past 
experience, placed the conduct of operations in 
the hands ot a colonej from Potsdam, who haa 
at his disposal the Sth Jaeger Guard. The 
storming of the building was carried out on 
sciontitic principles. The neighbourhood was 
first of all cordoned off, so that the beleagurea 
garrison could get no assistance, ammunition 
or tood. The building was then prepared fo 
storming by the use of mines, and the fina, 
assault was carried out by special storming 
troops, armed with hand grenades. The num- 
ber. of killed greaily exaggerated by the 
Berlia papers. On the Spartacist side they do 
not amount to more than twelve, and on the 
Government side to more than six. The re- 
capture of the Vorwouerts offices has greatly 
strengthened the position of the Government, 
which has at last given proof that it intends 
to act energeticaliy.

Ques- 
tioned as to the conditions in the Empire gene- 
rally, the Minister replied—In the interior 
small groups of Spartacists, for whom Berlin 
has now become too hot, were certainly able to 
attempt a coup de main in other districts, but 
we are determined to restore throughout the 
country that order which we have now intro- 
duced in Berlin, both with a view to our 
prestige abroad and’ in order that we may 
have forces to protect our frontiers and main- 
tain the right of “self-determination ” of the 
German people. There had heen no discussion, 
he added, between the Government and the 
Ministry of War regarding the faie of the 
Spartacist prisoners.

GENERAL PROCEDURE. 
Association’s Paris Correspondent 
was no official meeting on 
Supreme Inter-Allied War 
Council.

deliberations will be submitted for the approval 
of the representatives of all the Allied nations 
at a plenary sitting. This method of procedure 
is largely founded on President Wilson’s sug- 
gestions, and has for its object the simplifica- 
tion of the deliberations. Questions will be 
brought before the Conference by the various 
delegates in writing. These preliminary 
memoranda will he referred back to the genera! 
secretariat of the Conference, which will 
transfer them to the proper committees, and 
then will return them to the plenary Con- 
ference for the ratification or modification of 
the report of the committee in question, The 
official minutes of the sittings will be drawn 
up by the general secretariat, and the protocol 
for the codifying of the decisions will be made 
by the Inter-Allied Draft Committee.

CAUSE OF GRAVE ANXIETY. 

Writing on Tuesday, the Press Association & 
Paris Correspondent says :-~ 

It being evidently impossible that the British 
Prime Minister and Mr. Bonar Law can be 
constantly in Paris, it is practically certain that 
the panel system will be introduced as regards 
the, British delegation, so that when public 
duties recall either of them to England he will 
be replaced, in all probability, by one of the 
overseas delegates. 

lt is already apparent that the Russian ques- 
tion will be one of the first and miost thorny 
subjects to be discussed by the Conference. 
The situation in Russia naturally causes the 
gravest anxiety and perplexity to the statesmen 
of the Allied Powers. As a high authority says 
to-day, no peace can be safe that leaves half 
of Europe and half ‘of Asia in a state of chaos 
out; of which another general war might easily 
spring. Yet there is nó agreement as to how 
the problem should he approached, and none of 
the Governments has any accurate or trust- 
worthy information as to what is really passing 
in Russia. Information, of sorts, abounds, but 
all accounts differ. In ;Poland and the Baltic 
provinces the situation is scarcely clearer, since 
the Powers have to deal with two Governments 
in Poland and a third—the Polish National 
Committee—in Paris. Polish Bolshevism exists 
in unknowa strength, and in Esthonia, which 
the Allies wish to protect against Russian vio- 
lence, there is already a considerable Bolshevist 
arty which is only too eager to welcome 
Trotsky’s battalions. In Riga, itself, where a 
British squadron has been helping to maintain 
order, the friends of Bolshevism are, perhaps, as 
numerous as its enemies. -

MR. LLOYD GEORGE AND RUSSIA,

PRINCE LVOFF’S ATTITUDE.

After conferring with the Am- 
bassadors of European Russia we have drawn 
up a complete report. If we are to participate, 
we shall get into direct communication with the 
Government at Omsk, which, in its turn, will act 
in agreement with the Governments of Arch- 
angel and Southern Russia. We shall thus 
ratify the choice of the Russian delegates. We 
certainly hcpe to be heard, and we also trust, 
that Russia will be invited. A Peace Conference 
would hardly be complete without the presence 
of Russian delegates, for all the questions to be 


| solved affect Russian interests. 


NO CENSORSHIP OF MESSAGES. 

The Foreign Office issues the following an- 
nouncement :—It has been stated in the Press 
that censorship will be exercised either by His 
Majesty's Government or by the French Go- 
vernment over the messages sent by British 
Press correspondents in Paris during the Peace 
while the United States corre- 
spondents will be allowed to communicate freely 
with American journals. This statement is 
without foundation. His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have not proposed, and do not intend. 
to exercise any censorshin over the messages of 
British correspondents in France during the 
Conference, and they have received from the 
French Government a similar assurance that 
the censorship in France will be suppressed in 
respect of Press messages addressed to the 
United Kingdom during the petiod of the 
Conference. 

In a message, dated Paris,” Wednesday, the 
Press Association’s Correspondent’ says :— The 
Pesce Conference has decided that, beyond 
communiqués to be issued by the Inter-Allied 
Drafting Committee, the papers shall no longer 
be authorised to publish any information regard- 
ing the work of the Conference. The pleni- 
potentiaries will promise not to reveal any- 
thing of the discussions.

THE BELFAST PROPOSALS. 
a | 
BASIS FOR PARLIAMENTARY 


BILL. : 

The Committee of the Belfast Chamber of 
Commerce, with the managers of the Protestant 
schools and leading educationalists, which has 
been drafting proposals to be embodied in a 
Parliamentary bill to improve education in Bel- 
fast, has now completed its labours, and the 
dratt *proposals have been submitved to the 
Special Education Committee appointed by the 
Belfast Corporation. . This Corporation Com- 
mittee at present consists of thirteen members 
of the City Council and the following co-opted 
Ar Nois | Bishop of Down and Connor 
and Dromore (Right Rev. Dr. D'Arcy), Rev- Dr. 
Bingham, an ex-Moderator of the General As 
sembly and a Commissioner of National Educa- 
tion; Rev. W. 
Methodist Church; Mr. James Boyce, represent- 
ing the national school teachers; Mr. H. 2. 
Pollock, J.P.; and Mr. Adam Duffin, LL.D., 
representing the Education Section of the 
Cham ‘ 
a- member of the Senate of Queen’s University, 
Belfast. The Committee will further consider 
the draft proposals, and may introduce amend- 
ments, but it is not expected that the pro 
will be altered in any essential detail. 

THE DRAFT PROPOSALS. 

The draft proposals are divided into a num- 
ber of ‘clauses, the first of which constitutes 
the Belfast Corporation as the Local Education 
Authority. The Education Authority will be 
empowered to borrow money for the purposes 
of the bill and to levy an “ education rate 
on the same basis as the poor rate. The Edu- 
cation Authority is to constitute a General Edu- 
cation Committee to superintend the pas 
administraiion of educational work within its 
area. It will consist of one representative of 
each municipal ward in the city, and not less 
than two-thirds of as many co-opted members, 
including a representative, or representatives, of 
(a) the parents of children attending the 
schools under the control of the Education 
Authority, (b) the teachers in such schools, (c) 
existing managers or others who, in the opinion 
of the Education Authority, would be useful on 
the Committee, (d) the General Education Com- 
mittee, to be reappointed yearly after each 
Corporation election. The General, Education 
Committee is to have power to appoint the 
managers or sub-committees of management for 
or groups of schools, which may in- 
clude persons not members of the General Com- 
mitiee, due regard being paid in such appoint- 
ments to the religious. or denominational be- 
liefs of the parents of the children in the dis- 
trict to be served by the schools undergthe con- 
trol of such managers or committees. The 
General Committee may delegate such of the 
powers as it thinks fit from time to time to 
such sub-committees, subject to such regulations 
as the Edueation Authority may determine, and 
it is to have all the powers and duties of the 
Education Authority in regard to the general 
management and supervision of the schools, and
